man had a dispute some time before 
the occurrence of the tragedy, had

This morning another settler of the 
district was arrested on suspicion. 
The police affected the arrest some 


miles out of town and refuse“to di- |’ 


vulge the name of the man, They 
are scouring the country in search of 
information which may lead’‘to° the 
identification of the criminal, and 1st 
their intention lo arrest two other men 
on suspicion, These men have dis- 
appeared since the tragedy occurred, 
and this circumstance has led ‘the -au- 
thorities lo suspect that one or both 
of. these parties may have ben impli- 
cated in the crime. 

Cartier was arrested at his home 
near Buffalo Lake, in the vicinity: of 
the home of the murdered man, He 
had made no attempt to escape froin 
the district, and protests his inno- 
cence, vine 

An inquest has been ordered, and 
this morning the coroner's jury: view- 
ed the body of Lennox, and adjourn 
ed. They will meet again on. Monday. 

No motive for the crime hws’ been 
suggested, beyond the dispute between 
Cartier and Lennox. Jt.seems—appar 
rent that malice and~that ‘alone’ can 
have actuated the assassin. 

Wililam Lennox:: was ’ perlraps. «thre 
wealthiest rancher, of (he: disttict, and 
his assasination~by -an unknown mur- 
derer has driven the neighborhood in- 
to a frenzy. No other topic is .dis-, 
cussed, and the excitement has ,be- 
come widespread.’ The widow. of the: 
murdered man is heartbroken, and has 
been in a state of collapse since his 
death occurred last night. She watch; 
ed over him at his ‘bedside until the 
last, bearing up with greatest forti- 
tude until he had breathed his ‘last.-. : 

The police are reticent, and decline 
to make any statement, as to the iden- 
tity of the man whose arrest-they seek 
to effect, or upon the course of. their 
investigations. Inspector Worsley 
and Constable Kindrick are prosecut- 
ing the investigations. :

A strike of coal miners in Southern 
Alberta is now assured, Realizing 
that they could not come to terms, tir 
representatives. of the United:* Mine 
Workers’ Union, and of the mine ow- 
ners association definitely declared 
their conference off yesterday. after- 
noon, and the result will undoubtedly 
be one of the biggest strikes in the 
history of coal mining in the south, 
‘The miners. have practically agreed 
that they will strike on the night of 
March 31, when the present agred- 
ment with «the: owners -expires. 
No one knows how long the ‘strike 
will last, and the public will be the 
biggest sufferers. There is little coal 
stored in the south, and it will be gone 
in less than a week after the strike is 
deolared.

Much-Talked-of Party of Blacks 
Reach City Before Dawn 
This Morning 


HEALTHY, HAPPY, HUSKY 
MEN WITH MONEY 


Have Brought Seven Carloads of 
Effects and Live Stock All the 
Way from Oklahoma. 


The much-talked of negro colony 
from Oklahoma for the Edmonton dis- 


trict, havearrived in the city. Herald: 
ed throughout the entire Journey, with 
more widespread publicity than they 
would have received had they been 
the latest thing in minstrel shows, 
with a live advance man, the party 
of 175. took .the-imigration hall by 
storm at two o'clock this morning, and 


since early dawn have been attracting 
much attention as the better dressed 
of the party paraded the streets. 
There are nearly 100 heads of fam- 
ilies in the party, and they have en- 
ough money to pay the way for them- 
selves and for seven cars ,of .effects 
and live stock all the way from Okla- 
homa, with plenty left over to give 
them a good start on the: farms that 


they will take up near Athabasca 
Landing. 

The seven cars of effects will reach 
the city-in a day or two. 

The men of the party feel quite - 
proud over the fact that they over- 


came the strong oposition of the im-_ 
migration authorities at the border, 
where the party were held up for:two 
days and a night, while the officials 
tried to trump up some charge against 
them to send them packing back to 
Oklahoma. 

Daddy Snaid, who spied‘ out’ the 
land up here last summer for this col- 
ony, is the bearded patriareh of the 
party, and the bunch of blacks that 
he is leading into the promised land 
are a lrealthy Jooking lot. 

The men are strong and healthy, the 
hall fult of rolling tumbling picannin~_ 
nies who look a: promjging generation. 

Old Daddy Snaid is a wise scout, 
and it was mostly due to his wiles that 


“There-ain't nothin’ the motter with 
us, mister,” he told a reporter, “Sick? 
Ah'd like youl to show me whar we 
have any Sick peoples. , 

“We are goin’ to take up home- 
steads near Athabasca Landin' as soon 
as our effects arrive. We have all 
our implements and horses and wag- 
ons, and we're goin’ in for farmin’ 
straight. All of our men has farm- 
ed all their lives.” 

“How do you like this country?” 
asked the reporter of the girl who was 
evidently the belle of the party, a 
lithe, graceful female with plumed hat, 
glossy fur coat, and vyari-colored gown. 
“Ah likes it jes fine, so far,’ she said 
with a flashing smile, and a rolling 
of eyes. ‘Ah think's it’s great, it's a 
lot warmer than we thought it ‘ud be.” 

The new settlers are mild looking 
humans, wilh expansive smiles and 
sunny countenances. The majority of 
them are well dressed, and have mon- 
ey, and a more contented lot of peo- 
ple could not be found.

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GOULD DREAMS OWNING 
FROM COAST-TO-COAST 
RAILWAY DISPELLED 


ONE OF MOST IMPORTANT CHAPTER IN RAILWAY AND 
FINANCIAL HISTORY OF COUNTRY COMES TO A 
1 CLOSE—TWENTY-YEAR WAR ENDS 


New York, March 25.—An Impor- 
fant chapter in the railroad and finan- 


cial history of this country will come 
io a close at the meeting of the share- 
holders of the Missouri-Pactfle rail- 
road in St. Louis when George J. Gould 
will present his resignation of that 
road, and new men-will-be elected to 
succeed the representatives of the 
Gould interests on the board of di- 
rectors, 

Thus will end a twenty. year war, 
which has been waged relentlessly by 
the financial giants of Wall street 
for control of the Gould properties; 
thus will George Gould's dream of 
controlling a coast-to-coast railroad be 
rudely dispelled, 

Control Wrested from Goulds. 

Since the death ef old Jay Gould in 
1892, the control of his many valu- 
able properties has gradually been 
wrested from the family. First the 
Manhatten elevated line was gobble 


up by the Interurban; then — the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. was 
absorbed by the A, T. & T, Go.; and 
now the Missouri Pacifle, the. holding 
company for the Gould railroad pro- 
perlties and considered one of the 
most valuable of all the Gould hold- 
ings Will pass into other hands. 

But these changes have not been ef- 
fected without a struggle, the history 
of which makes interesting reading. 

At every turn George Gould has met 
his enemies with a courage born of 


desperation, but the: odds were too 


‘\ 
great and he has” at last been forced 
to recapitulate. 
Fortuno Hasn't Dwindled. 

Thsi does not mean, however, that 
the Gould fortune has dwindled in size, 
on the contrary it has. greatly in- 
ereased, It simply marks the dis- 
appearance of the Gould fortune as 
a power in the flnancial world. 

The story of this war had its be- 
ginnings in the early cighties, when 
old Jay Gould was the most powerful

~Nelson, B.O:, Mareh -25.+-When the 
quality of Kootenay apples is under 
discussion a timely illustration is af- 
forded by a number of boxes of apples 
of the Ontario variety, grown by Walter 
Maguire, on the Arm, and offered for 
gale at the Store of Quality. These 
particular apples did not offer long. 
‘Two boxes were purchased by T. &. 
Procter and expressed to friends in 
Vancouver, one of them going to R. 
Helme, superintendent of the Dominion 
¥xpress Co. W. R. Haldane, general 
freight agent of the C.P.R. here, and 
William Waldie appropriated two more 
boxes. The fifth box of this particular 
consignment was purchased by a Phil- 
adelphia man stopping at one of the 
city hotels, who expressed the box to 
Philadelphia, with the remark that he 
had never seen such apples before at 
this time of year. 

The Ontario is known as a good 
keeper, but these particular apples 
equalled. the local record, if they did 
not stretch it. To all appearances they 
had not deteriorated a grain in weight 
since they left the tree, while in tex- 
ture they were hard, while their prime 
condition was attested by the fact that 
they still retained their blush, The se- 
eret of growing such apples is common 
to many of the growers of this locality

Bacon Cipher 


Shakespeare 


London, March 25.—Despite the ut- 
most secrecy of all concerned, it is now 
possible to obtain details of a search 
for Bacon-Shakespeare relics on the 
Earl of Vedulam's estate at Gorham- 
bury, which in the light of Dr, Orville 
Owen's uperations in the valley of the 
Wye, are nothing less than remark- 
able. : 

Gorhambury House is 2 stately 
Georgian mansion, standing in a beau- 
tiful park, and approached from St. 
Albans over the buried oman city of 
Verulanium, In the days of Queen 
Elizabeth Gorhambury came into the 


centuries of storm and neglect, stand 
a few hundred yards away from the 
present mansion, and many American 
pilgrims. still visit them. 

When Sir Francis Bacon succeeded 
to his inheritance, the walter supply 
failed and he could not recover it with- 
out great expense, ‘Since,’ to use 
his own words, “he could not carry 
water to his house, he carried _ his 
house to the water,” and built a new 
home for himself close to a number of 
small pools, now known as the pond- 
yards.

Will Train Meat 
For Public Life 


Mrs. Harriman Backs Columbia Uni- 
versity Scheme to Previde Traln- 
ed Municipal Employees 


| 
New York, March — 256.—Columbia 
university authorities have under con- 
sideration a plan for the establishment 
of a school for municipal administra- 
tion, the aim of which shall be to 
train men for public office. The plan 
has the endorsement of the city ofll- 
cials and prominent educators. Mrs. 
E, H, Harriman has shown deep inter- 
est in the project, it is announced, 
and she is expected td provide the 
necessary financial backing, 

The author of the plan is Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Allen, a sociological and politi- 
cal expert connected with the New 
York bureau of municipal research. 

“The school will mark a distinct de- 
parture,” he says, ‘in the method of 
training young men for public life. 
The purpose is to take a step toward 
(he raising of the qualifications for 
public oficials and supply competent 
instructions for those who are ambi- 
tious toenter the service of the 
municipality, state or nation ins some 
other way than through a ‘pull.’ The 
school will relive New York city, for 
example, of the expense and incon- 
venience of teaching employees in 
many — departments «their duties -by 
years of neobalien at liberal salaries, 
There is a continual demand for train- 
ed inspectors, auditors and other spec- 
ialists who cannol be supplied by the 
‘political, organizations. 

“While details have not been worked 
out, the general idea jis to have courses 
i) accounting, recording, purchasing, 
hookkeeping and other more special- 
ized work, Students wil take up com- 
parative study, observing methods in 
use in different departments and_ in 
different cities. Civies and economies 
Will be covered thoroughly, providing 
a broad and liberal foundation on gov- 
ernmental questions, Laboratory work 
in the oMees of the New York city | 
sovernment will furnish a practical 
equipment to the student,
